Notwithstanding our live years' occupation 
of Britibh Colombia', and an acquaintance 
wiih Us gold-producing qualities, ii cannot but 
be evident to one who gives the subject Ihf 
slightest consideration, that we ut« a 's yet 
Slariiling at UiO t^tOSjiehTSf IT knowledge 
ol tho extern; o{ \\% n T eixl resources. Let uny I 
0I1 .«.-Vs1<e up u map of that Colony and point ' 
tilt the porlions with which wo have even 
thorough geographical acquaintance, and lie 
will be surprised nl how little indeed we 
know. lie can feel, then, in its full force 
the fool hardiness of those who would under- 
take to place limits to the capabilities of the 
country, or lo pronounce it as some disap- 
pointed ones have been disposed lo do, allo- 
gellior inferior to what it has been represented. 
Auguring frora the discoveries made from 
t.me lo lime, and from an increased store of- 
facts relating to the conformation of the 
country, any man of candour gifted with 
ordinary reasoning powers would naturally 
euotigh be inclined to say, nothing has been 
asserted of the country so favorable as to Lo 
incapable of realization. To pronounce upon 
the extent of onr agricultural lands with our 
present knowledge of the country would be 
to act as loolishly as the georgrapers who, 
before the days of Murchison and Living- 
stone, were accustomed to fill up their maps 
ol interior Southern Africa with a vast 
desert of sand. Equally absurd would it be 
for us lo rest satisfied with the idea that the 
gold deposits of British Columbia are any- 
tviic less extensive than they are rich. Until 
the huge blank in our maps shall have been 
covered with something else than imaginary 
mountains and streams, until even the rivers 
and lulls that are known arc proved beyond 
H doubt to contain nothing worth looking for, 
there is room lor the mosi favorable opinion 
possible of the great future of the country. 
There is every chance of exploration reveal- 
ing abundance of as fine agricultural lands 
and of ns rich diggings as any we are ac- 
quainted with, Is there anything to justify 
us in believing, because we have a slight 
knowledge of the country, along the Fraser, 
the trails and roads leading north of the 
Thompson, the neighborhood of the Similka 
ine'eu, Okanogan, K'^ck Creek, Cariboo, and 
the coast trails, that there is not in the por- 
tion of the Colony, lying between the coast 
and the Fraser, a country capable ol sup- 
porting a large population both by agricul- 
tural and mineral operations. Certainly there 
is not. Everything poinlslo the contrary. The 
farmers along the waggon road have proved 
and are proving daily, that they can grow 
grain, vegetables, and other agricultural pro- 
duce without difficulty upon spots that many 
passed by last year, thinking they were little 
better than a barren desert. If the change 
has thus suddenly taken place on the east 
Hide of the fraser, there is i:o reason why it 
should not on the west. If the rivers and 
creeks running into the Eraser from the cast 
have, upon being followed up, led lo the 
enorm msly rich gold-bearing range running 
through the Cariboo country north west and 
south east., may we not reasonably expect 
that the like good result would follow the ex- 
ploration of the auriferous streams ol the 
country west of the Eraser ? 

All the facts yet come to our knowledge 
tend to convince us that the Cascade Range, 
with its spurs, tunning parallel with the 
coast, is more or less rich in both the pre- 
cious and baser metals. Gold lias been 
found on the Ohiticotin, which empties into 
the Eraser in about the latitude of Lake La- 
hache and has tributaries from the west. 
The same metal, ns also silver and copper, 
has been found in greater or less quantities 
in nearly all the rivers running to the coast, 
from the Ttiko, Stekin, Naas, Hkeena. and so 
on down, lint the discoveries on Bridge 
River, running from the northwest into the 
Fraser, a few miles above Lillooet, may be 
said, as lar as they go, to rival those of some 
of the creeks of Cariboo. The big nugget, 
mentioned in our columns as found there re- 
cently, is one of the largest yet picked up in 
BiUish Colombia. The presence of so rich a 
deposit as that in which it was found — com- 
posed of the coarsest kind of gold, as regards 
size, and containing also lumps of native 
silver and copper, in a river running from the 
mountains west of the Fraser— show us whnt 
room thero is for prospecting much nearer 
the source ol supply than Cariboo. It is 
strange, too, that a river which lias, ever 
since !58, produced, through Indians and 
Chinamen, small quantities of coarse gold, 
should nol iiave been thoroughly prospected 
to its source. The rushes to the east and 
northeast, anil latterly the high price of pro- ! mtko.vo edimiiiio. AM 
visions, liavo doubtless hud much to do in ' 
producing this stale of things. It has been 
tou much the fashion to neglect the country 
between ihe Fraser to the coast. And the 
consequence is, that in many respects we 
know less of it than we do of the country n 
hundred miles nearci the llocky Mountains. 
The course of travel, prospecting, settlement, 
and improvements, has always kept to the 
uastofthe Fraser rather than lo the west. It 
is only since the const routes have com- 
iuended opening, that our .knowledge of that 
purl of the country has begun to accumulate. 
As soon us both of them are in operation, we 
have no doubt thai a good many valuable 
discoveries will be made. The mountain 
ranges will then be approachable from ihe 
east and the wen with supplies of provisions. 
Even now, we imagine parties going up to the 
headwaters of l!ridne Uiver could receive 
everything necessary, either by way of Lil- 
looet or from tnO Uahtlnok Arm trail, by way 
of Ohillicotin. Parties passed from the lat- 
ter river, along B valley parallel with the 
Fraser, to Bridge River, some lour years 
ago. Good farming laud is reported to be 
found on the banks ol sortie lakes into which 
a branch of Bridge River widens, some dis- 
lanco up from its mouth, which will no doubt 
be turned lo good advantage should Ihe 
present indications lead to extensive dis- 
coveries. 

There urn few places in British Columbia, 
outside pf Cariboo, that at the present time 
afford a belter field for the hardy and nilven 
Icioua miner to try his fortune, llinn the lower 
country west of thn Fraser. There is every 
indication of the precious metals being there, 
wdiile the number of miles from supplies ■ f 
cheap provisions to be traveled, to reucb there. 
Is but trifling. The difficulties of prospecting 
tire pot likely to bo so great as In Cariboo, 
while tho chances ol success may turn out lo 
be quite as many.
